Suggestion Made That Unexpend- 
ed Balance of Missouri Appro- 
priation Be Used in the Work— 
Art Palace as Storehouse. 


A committee of 60 prominent men and 
women of St. Louis will meet at the Mer- 
cantile Club Tuesday evening at 8 o'clock 
to decide upon steps toward the establish- 
ment of a permanent museum in St. Louis 
at the close of the World's Fair. The com- 
mittee is empowered to appoint an execu- 
tive committee, which in turn is author- 


tablishment of the museum. 

The firat pronounced action was taken 
Monday night at a meeting at the rooms or 
the Missouri Historical Society, 1000 Locust 
street, when the committee was appointed. 

Many addresses were made, urging the 
need of a museum in St. Louis, one of the 
‘most interesting of which was by Dr. WJ 
McGee, chief of the department of anthro- 
pology at the World's Fair. Dr. 
said he had received requests from many 
cities for exhibits from his department, but 
that in every instance all the cities recog- 
nized the first right of St. Louis to exhib- 
its. He also suggested that as there re 
mained $150,000 of the appropriation of Mis- 
souri, by proper steps it might be possible 
to secure this money for a museum. 

Other suggestions were that an effort\ be 
made to secure an appropriation for the 
erection of a suitable building, but the gen- 
eral opinion prevailed that if the exhibits 
were not gathered until an appropriaton 
was secured, it would be many years before 
a museum would be established. 

Aside from several thousands of dollars 
which have been subscribed by S8t. Louis 
pacers for the museurn in response to ap- 

6 from the Missouri Historical Society, 
here were many promises of aid made at 
Monday night's meeting. Ernat B. Fliisin- 
ger of the Latin-American Club recal.ed 
that Manuel Gonzaiez, commissioner-gen- 
eral from Oosta Rica, had promised the ex- 
Libit of that country for a St. Louis mu- 
seuni. The exhibite of four other foreign 
countries were promised by their St. Louis 
representative, I. D. Kingsland. Presi- 
dent H. H. Wernse of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change promised the moral su t of 
that organization, while George T. Parker, 
representing the St. Louis furniture board 
of trade, stated that that organization had 
subscribed 3100. Mrs. W. E. Fischel, 
preswient of the Wednesday Club, an- 
nounced that that club had appropriated 
money for the project.

The average pricé that will be paid for 
the Thanksgiving turkey will be $1.80.

weight. 

The state of Missouri, which has been for 
the last five years the greatest turkey pro- 
Wucing state in the Union, has decreased 
the output considerably and owing to the 
wet spring this output will be 7 per cent 
Jess comparing it with the production of 
former years. 

The Lone Star state receives first hon- 
ore this year for the production of turkeys. 

The heaviest shipments are being re- 
ceived from Texas and but for the un- 
usual output of that state this year there

Scruggs, “Vandervoort & Barney, the first 
firm name being McClelland, Scruggs & 
Co. In 1860 they also established a whole- 
sale house, but this was abandoned dur- 
ing the civil war, and Mr. Scrug@s as- 
Sumed personal charge of the retajl store. 
He was a born merchant, and his busi- 
ness grew as if under the impetus of a 
magic touch. In 1366 the firm name be- 
came Vandervoort, McClelland & Co., and 
in 1868, upon the retirement of Mr. Mc- 
Clelland, fe became the Scruggs, Vander- 
voort & Barney Dry Goods C©o., which it 
remains today. 

Aside from his dry goods business Mr. 
ScruggS gave a great deal of his time, 
and in some inatances much of his wealth, 
to a number of charitable works, notably 
the St. Louis Provident Association. in 
which he sought to and did succeed in es- 
tablishing, mainly by his own endowment. 
a practical, business-like charity in St. 
Louls; also the Mercantile Library, of 
which he was one of the founders and 
builders; the Methodist Church South in 
St. Louis, of which he was’ an active 
and generous lay member; the St.

AS LIFE NETS AT 
TENEMENT FIRE 


Thirty Negroes Driven Into the 
Streets at an Early Hour, Many 
Jumping from Second and Third 
Story Windows. 


MOTHER CA'NRIES BABE 
DOWN FIERY STAIRWAY. 


Four Injured by Smoke and Too- 
Hurried Leaps, One of the Vic- 
tims Being in a Precarious Qon- 
dition at the City Hospital. 


Thirty negroes, men, women and chil- 
dren, penned on the second and third 
fivors of a burning building at 1200 Mor- 
gan street at 5 o'clock Tuesday morning 
saved themselves from death by jump- 
ing from windows into tarpaulins held 
by firemen, by groping their way to 
the street down smoke and flame filled 
stairways, and by climbing through a scut- 
tle to the roef ana thence to adjoining 
Lulldines to be taken down by firemen. 

Four wotruen, iajured in their efforts to 
escape, are at the City Hospital. One of 
them is unconscious and will probably die. 

Another, who discovered the fire and 
dashed into the building to arouse the 
sleepers, has a broken leg. She was im- 
prisoned by the fire, forced to hang cut 
of a window to escape smoke and flames, 
and d.cppea from a thuird-story iedgc to 
the ground. 

Tne builauing is ea lodging house. There 
are four roors on each of the two top 
fio ors, arvul in these were huddled togetner 
ihe thirty tefants, half of them being 
woetnen and several being children. 

The fire originated near the center of the 
third floor. Lettie Brown, who lives in the 
house, was returning home from work ata 
restaurant and saw the blaze. She gava 
the alarm and ran into the house to awaken 
the inmates. Patrolman McDermott, whu 
walks that beat, heard her cries and re- 
peated them. 

Patrolmen Grace and Sverman, who 
were on adjoining beats, joincd McDermott, 
and ran to the stairs and called to the 
occupants, all of whom seemed to. be 
aroused. 

When the fire department arrived the 
windows were filled with men and women 
calling to be rescued, ‘,arpaulins Lelong- 
ing to the Salvage Corps were pressed ini» 
service as lifenets, and were held wy the 
police and firemen. 

Too excited to wait for the arrival of the 
firemen, Nancy Smith, aged 35, jumped 
from a window of the third floor, striking 
the sidewalk and fractur'ng her left hip. 

Overcome by the smoke, Susie Buchanan. 
aged 27, fell as she was groping her way 
down the stairway from the second. story 
and dislocated her wrist. 

When the firemen of Engine company 18 
forced their way to the third floor with a 
line of hose they found Lacy WHub- 
bard, 80 years old, lying on the floor tn a 
corner of the room unconscious from the 
dense smoke. 

She was carried to the street and lald on 
a pile of bedding that had been thrown 
from the windows, and the firemen quick- 
lv went to work with artificial respiration 
in their efforts to revive her while the am- 
bulance was on the way from the dispen- 
sary. 

Charles Bass and his wife, Nellie. with 
their 14-months-old baby, were on the sec- 
ond floor when they were awakened by one 
of the lodgers. Forcing their way through 
the smoke and fiames, with the baby in 
the mother's arms, the trio reached the 
street, completely exhausted from their ef- 
forts. They were taken to a nearby house 
and an hour later were little the worse 
for their experience. 

The other lodgers reached a place of 
safety by climbing to the roof, from which 
they were taken on ladders raised by the 
firemen, by the stairway to the street, and 
by jumping into the tarpaulins on the side- 
walk. 

The fire, which is supposed to have 
started from a lighted pipe or cigar drop- 
ping into a pile of bedding, damaged the 
building, which is owned by Mrs.- Mary 
Allen, to the extent of about $600 The 
contents suffered a loss of not over $100, 
according to the police. 

The first floor was occupied as a sdloon 
by B. Schroeder, whose loss on stock and 
fixtures will not exceed $00. Mrs. Mollie 
/Williams, occupying the adjoining prem- 
‘ises at 721 North Twelfth street, sustained 
a smal) loss to her fOrniture by smoke and 


| water. 

| Lettie Brown, cook In a restaurant near 
Twelfth and Morgan streets, and who 
‘says she was first to discover the 


fire, was one of the injured. She dropped 
from a third-story window ledge after she 
had been cut off from escape, sustaining 
a fracture of the leg and internal injuries. 
| At the City hospital she told this story of 
her experience: 

“T was coming home from my work, 
when I saw the flames coming from the 
third-story windows. I ran up the stair- 
way, calling ‘Fire!’ as loud ag I could. 

pushed open the doors of the rooms, 
and when I started to go down the stairs 
found that there was too much fire and 
smoke to allow me to make my eacape. I 
went to the window of one of the rear 
rooms and stayed there until the heat 
forced me to climb out of a window an?’ 
hang from the sill. 

“IT hung until my hands were burned and 
then let go. The firemen saw the posi- 
tion I was in, and the — that they 
held helped to break my fall.”

Fioneer Prospector Dead. 
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WINTER RACING 
PROSPECTS GOOD 


Season Will Be Inaugurated 
Thanksgiving at New Orleans 
and Los Angeles. 


HOT SPRINGS IMPORTANT 


Track at “Saratoga of the West” 
a Strong Factor in Winter 
Meetings. 


BY RICHARD D. WALSH. 

Although the winter racing season has 
opened in California, the game will not 
be in full operation until Thanksgiving 
day, when the Los Angeles and Crescent 
City Jackey clubs will throw..open their 
gates for the season of 1904-1905. Each of 
these tracks wili open about 100 days, and 
carry the sport forward to the spring 
meetings, which usually are inaugurated 
with the running of the Montgomery han- 


dicap at Memphis. 
The season promises to be unusually 


active. Notwithstanding the chances of a 
turf war at New Orleans, there is suf- 
ficient racing material there now to insure 
a successful meeting for the Crescent City 


Jockey Club. 
Some of the most accomplished riders on 


the metropolitan tracks will sport silk 
there. The best of the New York riders 
for the season just closed—Eugene Hilde- 
brand—will confine his efforts to his 
“native heath’ in California, but Shaw 
and Crims and Travers and Romanelll 
and other erack “‘jocks’’ will exhibit their 


talent at New Orleans. 

Panama Park, the new racetrack man- 
aged by ‘“‘Curly’’ Brown, will have less ef- 
fect on the fortunes of the Crescent City 
club than Essex Park at Hot Springs. The 
latter track must hereafter be reckoned 
as a most important factor in winter racing 
in this country. It has an ideal climate 
and a central location, and its list of stakes 
will compare favorably with any similar 
organization in the West. Its officials, 
from the presiding judge downwards, are 
in every way qualified to conduct a suc- 
cessful meeting, and it Is a foregone con- 
Clusion that the forthcoming meeting will 
be thoroughly successful. There is little 
danger for a turf war at Hot Springs, Both 
tracks will get satisfactory dates, and there 
is no doubt that Hot Springs will make a 
name for itself as a center of high-class 
sport. It hag already earned for itself the 
soubriquet of “the Saratoga of the West. 

Ascot Park, at Los Angeles, might be a 
serious rival to Hot Springs were it not 
for the fact that it is comparatively iso- 
lated, and for the additional fact that the 
climate is entirely too dry. In.all other 
respects it is a charming home for the 
thoroughbreds. 

One of the most valuable of the Crescent 
City Jockey Club fixtures is the Inaugural 
handicap, which will be run on the open- 
ing day. It has a net value of about $2500, 
distance three-quarters of a mile, and it 
usually brings to the post a high-class field 
of sprinters. The most valuable stake of 
the Crescent City club is the Derby, which 
has a cash value of between $5000 and $6000. 
The winner invariably is regarded as a dan- 
gerous candidate for stakes ‘‘up the line,”’ 
and his career on the rorthern circuit is 
followed with much interest. ov 

Without wishing to detract from the 
merit of the sport at New Orleans, it 
must, in truth, be said that the form of 
the horses at its meetings is variable in 
the extreme. It is a burial ground for 
favorites. It has been estimated that the 
percentage of winning favorites there is 
one in four. 

It is not difficult to select which horse 
should win, according to the ‘“‘dope,"’ but 
riders and track conditions and especially 
the odds, should be taken into considera- 
tion when wagers are being placed. I ex- 
pect to attend the meeting and hope to 
send my readers good information, but I 
would earnestly counsel caution. 

When in New York recently I was re 
liably informed that most of the bookmak- 
ers on the metropolktan circuit were big 
losers on the season, and as the public also 
lost, the logical inference is that all the 
loose coin found its way into the strong 
coffers of the racing associations. This is 
invariably the case and accounts for the 
number of racing organizations that are 
springing up all over the country. 

During a recent visit to England I visited 
some of the famous tracks of that coun- 
try. The jockeys do not carry numbers 
on their shoulders or saddle cloths, asa 
they do here, and the judges decide the re- 
gult simply by the riders’ colors. In a 
close finish between half a dozen horses 
it seems almost impossible to accurately 
tell the result, but English sportsmen 
never question the judges’ decision and 
make no demonstrations of any kind.

Conference Between the President 
and Governors Cummins, La Fl- | 
lette and Van Sant Alarms 
Magnates of the Northwest and 
Battle Is On. 


DO NOT WANT RATES 
TAMPERED WITH AT ALL. 


Representatives Will Be Forced by 
Political Bosses to Make Effort 
to Offset the Influence of Execu- | 
tives. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DES MOINES, Io., Nov. 22.—Through the 
congressmen of Iowa, Minnesota and Wis- 
consin, who have been doing their bidding 
in the past, railroads are planning to off- 
set the movement started, by Governors 
Cummins, Van Sant and La Follette to re- 
vise freight rates. 

These governors or their representatives, 
accompanied by R. A. Higbie of New 
York, an ofiicial of the National Lumber 
Dealers’ Association, called at the White 
House. yesterday and pointed out to the 
President that for ten years prior to 1897 
the. Interstate Commerce Commission had 
exercised the power to adjust railroad 
freight rates in order to prevent discrimi- 
nation, bui that since that time, by rea- 
son of a decision of the United States Su- 
preme Court, the power had been denied 
the commission. 

It was urged by the delegation that a 
law be enacted by Congress conferring on 
the commission authority to adjust rates 
when they were found to be discriminative 
(in their operation or in violation of the in- 
terstate commerce act. The delegation also 
suggested to the President the destrability 
of discussing the subject in his forthcom- 
ing message. 

The President did not indicate, however, 
what his personal views were, contenting 
himself with giving a careful hearing to 
the statements made. 

It is said that as a result of this open 
declaration of war, several hundred confer- 
ences will be held within the next two 
days between the railroad men and their 
congressional friends to arrange for the 
battle roval that is now inevitable. The 
railroad leaders feel certain that they can 
overcome the influence of Gov. Cummins 
by the lowa congressional delegates, al- 
ready lined up with the old machine that 
has been fighting him at every turn. 

In Minnesota and Wisconsin the situation 
is different, the railroad congressmen being 
in ill-repute with the powers at Washing- 
ton in consequence of the results of the 
recent electton. 

Congressmen from each of the three 
states will be sent to Washington to con- 
fer with President Roosevelt and try to 
overcome whatever influence the governors 
had with him at their conference. 

The situation In Jowa is peculiar. J. W. 
Biythe, leader of the old Republican ma- 
chine and head counsel for the Burlington 
system, expects to force Gov. Cummins off 
the political map. He controls more than 
one-half of the lowa delegation at Wash- 
ington, including Secretary Shaw, whom he 

s pushed from the beginning. 

Gov. Cummins has two more years to 
scorve, and has nothing to expect from the 
congressional delegation. He !s takin up 
the fight on the rallroads on account of the 
great dissatisfaction among the farmers 
and shippers of lowa,.who assert that they 
are being held up and bled by exorbitant 
rates and poor service. The cattle feeders 
and wholesaiers have powerful organiza- 
tions in the state, perfected within the past 
yoar, and it is expected that they will line 
up with Gov. Cummins at the next elec- 
tion. Then a great fight. equaling the re- 
cent one in Wisconsin, will be fought. 

The Cummins faction is hopeful of vic- 
tory on account of having the majority of 
the present officeholders on its side. Rafl- 
road leaders here said today that they had 
nothing to fear in the lowa elections unless 
President Poosevelt harkens to the gov- 
ernors an personally enters the 
over freight rates.

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BACON WAS GOVFRNOR 
LA FOLLETTE’S ENVOY.

La Follette. who 
could not attend the conference at the 


White House, sent by E. P. Bacon of MiI- 
waukee, a statement asking President 
toorevelt to take up the matter. 

Goerge H. D. Johnson of this city. a part- 
ner of Mr. Bacon and one of the leading 
Ta Follette men, confirmed today the tn- 
fermation as to the combination of rallroad 
fighters.

MON ‘LANGUAGE 


Chicago Man Will Undertake to 
Aid Islanders by Establishing 
Universal Tongue. 


WOULD MERGE DIALECTS. 


Natives from World’s Fair Will 
Go to Chicago to Assist in 
the Work. 


Dr. David J. Doherty of 682 La Salle 
Street, Chicago, has been in St. Louls re- 
cently conferring with officials and native 
Filipinos of the Philippine reservation re- 
garding a plan he has formulated for a 
common language for the Filipinos. 

While here he secured the services of 
several Visayans who will assist him, and 
one of them at least will go to Chicago 
fter the World's Fair to prosecute the 
work. 

Dr, Doherty returned recently from the 
Philippines, where he made a thorough 
study of the various native dialects and 
convinced himself that a common language 
could be easily formed. 

“The Knowledge of English will be a 
great boon for the Filipinos, but it must 
remain for generations only the official 
and, perhaps, business language,’’ said Dr. 
Doherty, “As they have an efficient lan- 
guage of their own (represented by seven 
dialects in as many pprovinoes) it would 
seem that much could be done to fuse the 
dialects and develop this vernacular. 

In structure more than half of their 
words are identical or nearly s0. The 
variations can be reduced by adopting un!- 
formity of spelling and. excluding Spanish 
words.”’ 

Dr. Doherty thinks English words and 
the oorresponding words of the proposed 
composite language might be placed in 
parallel columns in the grammars, thus 
enabling the students to master both eas- 


ily. 

Dr. Doherty says he is working without 
aid or encouragements, but he is an ad- 
mirer of the Filipinos and believes such a 
common language would make for their 
national unity and development,
